ander Bannerman, of Newfoundland, to be 
Governor of New Brunswick. 

The fishermen and coasters of the Bay of 
[Fundy have been surprised by a visit from 
an immense school of mackerel.

Heenan and Morrissey, 
The sporting world is informed by the 
New York Mercury that Morrissey and 
Heenan will fight on the 10th of November 
next. Both men keep up a system of qu et 
training. Monissey's health is good — his 
bronchial tubes were slightly affected, but 
he is now in perfect condition. In conver- 
sation at Saratoga, one day Jast week, Mor- 
rissey was asked — " Shall you fight Heenan 
again?" Ho at once replied—"! certainly 
shall, and shall whip him too." He went 
on to say that he wanted the challenge to 
come from Heenan, as Heenan, having been 
defeated by Morrissey, ought, of course, to 
issue the defiance. He said that he should 
at once accept the challenge, and added he 
— « [f you've got any money to bet on the 
event, put it on me, and I'll win it for you." 
He continued—" I am confident that I can 
whip this man. Sayers would have whipped 
him easy, if he had fought him as I shall 
fight hirn. He can't stand body punish- 
ment, and I shall give him my head to 
hammer away at, while I mak i rn y fighting 
at his body. I can outstay him, arid I'll win 
the fight, be sure of that. His hands will 
go in a little while, and then I can take him 
as I want to." Morrissey, the Mercury 
says, "is lull of confidence, and wan Is only, 
as he says, once more to face his old antag- 
onist on the turf, to teach turn that he is still 
his master. Morrissey has many friends 
who are equally confident with himself, and 
who, with bim, will stake eveiy dollar thev 
can raise on the issues of the fight. Ex- 
perienced fighting men also declare their 
belief that Morrissey will win the fight, and 
they found their assertion on the same 
theory that is propounded by .Morrissey, that 
Morrissey can slay longer than Heenan, and 
can take all Ihe punishment his adversary 
can inflict, and can then go in and whip 
him."

This move- 
ment occasioned somo little demur, among 
the members of the suite, who seemed 
shocked at such ignorance of etiquette, when 
the Royal Youth put an end to the dilemma 
in a very sensible way, by stepping forward 
and seizing the extended hand, anil giving it 
a hearty, Irlontily uliAke. — Montreal Pilot. 

A Volcanic Eruption. — A correspondent 
of tho Scotsman describes a recent eruption 
of the Kothigja Johul, one of the most cele- 
brated Icelandic mountains. Tho fifteenth 
eruption began on the 8th of May Inst, and 
continued till about the end Of the same 
week. It was preceded— as is usual before 
the eruption of leel indie volcanoes — with 
local earthquakes ; and the first signnl of its 
advent occurred in the form of n cloud ot 
■liioke, which rested on the summit of the 
mountain. Vivid Humes and a column of 
Mrnoke or steam, sometimes '24,000 feet high, 
were visible occasionally —us on the 24th and 
16th of May.

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Grand Juries. 



Grand Juries have in several of the United 
States been entirely done away with. Their 
functions have been considered anomalous 
and the power which they have exercised of 
finding indictments on ex parte evidence, 
considered unfair to the accused, and con- 
sequently injurious, instaad of beneficial to 
the liberty of the subject. It certainly does 
appear to be a very irregular proceeding 
indeed for a number of men to meet in 
secret, hear evidence only against the 
accused, and not allow the accused an 
opportunity to rebut it and vindicate him- 
self. The whole power of the Government, 
with learned and eloquent counsel, paid by 
the State, to convict the prisoner if possible, 
would appear to be sufficient of itself to 
satisfy the most vindictive justice, without 
calling in the aid of an inquisition to acquit 
or find guilty on one-sided testimony: and 
then after this trying a prisoner, in case a 
true bill be found to put him on trial again. 

h is not our purpose at this time to pro- 
claim a war of extermination against Grand 
Juries. The slow hut certain tendency of 
law reform will reach them eventually, and 
they, with many other clumsy instruments 
of justice, will be numbered with the tilings 
that were. What we do wish to see, how- 
ever, is the exercise of the whole ol the 
functions of a Grand Jury when it is empati- 
ueled. 

We do not want to see such a total disre- 
gard of public interests and winking at pub- 
lic abuses, as were manifested by the hurried 
manner in which the Grand Jury dispersed 
on Monday last. No pains apparently were 
taken to learn whether the recommendations 
ol former Grand Juries had Oeen complied 
v illi at not. The utmost anxiety was mani- 
fested to be dismissed to i.iuk after tneir own 
individual interests. From the number of 
intelligent and substantial gentlemen upon 
it, we expected more public spirit, fund that 
other subjects than the removal of the mag- 
azine in tiie I'ort would he presented in their 
report. Why was not the question of incar- 
cerating debtors witli felons dealt with ? A 
former Grand Jury recommended that a por- 
tion of the police barracks be set apart for 
the purpose. There has yet been no com- 
pliance with lha recommendation. Suino 
one in authority offered the old Supreme 
Court room for a debtor's prison— a cold, 
damp place, rendering the barbarous law of 
imprisonment for debt a still greater rem- 
nant of slavery. Why did not the Grand 
Jury see to this matter ; and see that a room 
in the upper part of the barracks was fitted 
up, wherein debtors could lodge free from 
damp, with pure air, and separated from the 
aociety of felons? Why, wo say, did they 
not look to this matter? Had they no 
public spirit at all ! And were they 
equally deficient in humanity? Judge 
Cameron, in his charge, told them 
that the magistrates .lid not understand 
thoir duty. It they had, the riot would never 
havo occurred at the theatre, nor continual 
complaints he made about tho state of mads. 
Ho alleged that they had power to licenso 
the one, and see that the othor was put in 
good condition. Why then did thov not re- 
port on the state of Bsquimalt road? Or 
why did thoy not present the magistrates for 
negleetf Thoy certainly should nut have 
lost sight of Mr. PembortOD lor incarcerating 
King. For the oppressive sentence which 
the latter received ought to have convinced 
the most obtuse ns well as the most in- 
human, that such a stretch of power deserv- 
ed a strong rebuke. We might add subject 
to Biibject for presentment; show neglect 
after neglect on tin; part of the Grand Jury ; 
but wo havo cited enough to act ns a warn- 
ing to the most apathetic Grand .Jury in the 
future, that they will not hereafter ho passed 
unnoticed.

Supreme Court. 

Tuesday, Nov. 13th, 1860. 

The Court met at 10 o'clock, Chief Justice 
Cameron presiding. 

Mr. MeCreight appeared in behalf nf the 
prisoner, E. Hammond King, on tho return 
of tho writ of habeas corpus. 

The learned counsel, before commencing 
his argument, called attention to the fact 
that there had been a commitment sent to 
court this morning, dated November 12, 
while Mr. King was committed to prison the 
6th, consequently Mr. King must have been 
held without a warrant from the titli to the 
12th, including the period when the writ 
issued: at which time, therefore, on the 
Justice's own showing, there was no author- 
ity whatever for keeping him in custody. 

His Lordship remarked that Justices were 
allowed some time to draw up their commit- 
ments. 

Mr. MeCreight— Will your Lordship look 
ut the affidavit of Messrs. Waddington and 
Dennes in regard to the minutes in the 
Police Court record 1 From tht.se minutes, 
it would appear that the punishment was 
for contempt, and the commitment is now 
made to read that punishment was inflicted 
for assault. 

The Chief Justice— The assault was the 
contempt. 

Mr. MeCreight — The question for your 
Lordship then is to examine whether the 
inagisttate had power to commit for con- 
tempt. The punishment first awarded was 
iryrespect to contempt of court. Then your 
honor assumes that the commitment was a 
punishment for the contempt. The next 
objection is, the sentence is for a month's 
imprisonment ; and at the end of that time, 
Mr. King is to find security to keep the 
peace, in the sum of £400, or suffer three 
months imprisonment. ff }'our Lordship 
will turn to Bums'. Justices, v. V., pp. 1202, 
you wilt see that a magistrate may place 
any person under bonds, upon the oath of a 
person whose life or property has been 
threatened. Mr. Pembcrtoii had the power 
to bind the prisoner over to answer nu in- 
dictment, but there should have been an 
oath from Mr. Alston, or some otner person, 
that he apprehended violence. The parly 
must make oath that he is in bodily danger. 
The security of the peace is only for those 
who are in fear ; and every authority indi- 
cates that there must be an affidavit. Mr. 
King has been ordered to find security to 
.keep the peace. As there was no affidavit 
from any person anticipating bodily harm, 
the. mat istrate clearly had no power to order 
him to hi d such security. 

In Bailey on Convictions, pp. 289, it is held 
that if a commitment bo bad in part, it is 
bad in toto. I submit that the commitment 
before your lordship is bad altogether on the 
■ 'round of the two months' conditional im- 
prisonment. Dicken's Quarter Sessions, pp. 
'.I'J, says : — "The justices assembled at Quar- 
ter Sessions have tho power to commit to 
prison, for the term of their .session a person 
convicted of contempt uf court. Even the 
The Court of Quarter Sessions, therefore, 
have no power to convict beyond the dura- 
tion of their session ; and tllO jurisdiction of 
a Justice of tho Peace is much more limited 
than the Quarter Sessions. 

Another point I have to submit to your 
lordship, ib this : In this iuatunco Mr. Pern- 
bcrton was sitting ministerially, and not in n 
judicial capacity. Bailey on Convictions, pp. 
81, suys that when a justice is acting minis- 
terially—as in a charge of felony— and n 
charge of false pretences, falls under the 
same category — ho has no power to convict 
for contempt; I" this case", Mr. Pemlierton 
was sitting ministerially — investigating' a 
charge of misdemeanor— whether Mr. Can- 
should be committed for trial ut the Court of 
Assizes or not. Where a Justice is sitting 
in a case where t;.e conviction is summary, 
he is then acting in a judicial capacity — he 
acquits the person or lie convicts, and his de- 
cision is final. In Mr. Cary's case, he cer- 
tainly acted ministerially. There was no 
finality about the matter, and the charge can 
be at any time renewed, and if lie had com- 
mitted him for trial it would have been for 
the court above to award a punishment. 
That he was not acting in other than a judi- 
cial capacity, and that he hail no power to 
convict for contempt, is therefore quite clear, 
it being laid down by Hums that acting min- 
isterially he had no 'power to convict for con- 
tempt. 

The next point is this: It has never yet 
been decided that a Court of Petty Session 
lias the power to commit for contempt, under 
any circumstances — even silting judi- 
cially. In every authority the Court of He- 
coro or the Court of Quarter Sessions, had 
power to commit for contempt during the 
term of their session ; but no such power is 
given Petty Sessions. Mr. Pemberton was 
sitting ministerially, and it was competent 
and proper for him to have ordered any per- 
son guilty of contempt out of the court or 
conducted the case in private — ll and 12, 
Vic. e. 42, 3, 1U. 

According to the affidavit of Mr. Kin'-', two 
distinct punishments are virtually mnde by 
the magistrate. His assumed ower to pun- 
ish for contempt was exhausted by the first 
imprisonment, conditional upon Mr. King 
finding security to appear (he following 
morning ; and the second punishment was 
in awarding him one mouth's imprisonment, 
1 and the subsequent conditional two months. 
Supposing ho had not been able to find bail, 
(and that ho was so, was owing to his 
friends,) he would have been imprisoned 21 
hours; but wo find that after that punish- 
ment was exhausted, he was brought before 
the magistrate and sentenced to one mouth's 
Imprisonment, with the conditional two 
mouths. 

The alleged contempt was committed on 
theSihof November, and punishment was 
inflicted on the 6th. There was no evidence 
before Mr. Pemberton as to the contempt. 
Supposing a magistrate were to look back 
six months, and say to himself, " I romom- 
' bor that so-and-so misbehaved himself in 
court, and I will punish hi in now." Is it not 
absurd? And in this case it might as well 
have been six months us one day. Either 



look upon the justice as Mr. Pemberton, or 

as the Court of Petty Sessions. If you look 
upon him as Mr. Pemberton, no contempt 
existed ; if you look upon him ns the Court 
of Petty Sessions, no evidence was adduced 
to prove the contempt. 1 submit to your 
lordship that under all these points the pris- 
oner is entitled to a discharge. 

Sheriff Naylor— They are making out a 
return. 

Mr. MeCreight— Let them make out as 
good a return as they like, it can bo easily 
set aside. 

The learned counsel concluded by again 
citing his authorities ; and said that fn the 
whole of the law books his lordship would 
not find a single instance to warrant the 
Court of Petty Sessions imprisoning for a 
contempt of 'Court; and he believed his 
lordship, if he remanded the prisoner to jail, 
would have to decide as no English judge 
hail ever before decided. 

The Chief Justice said he woulu reserve 
his decision until 10 o'clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. . , , 

Mr. MeCreight cited authority to show that 
the prisoner might be admitted to bail. 
His lordship decided to remand Mr. King 

to the custody of the Sheriff. 

Scotch View of Negro Civilization in 
the West Indies. 
In the August number of the North Bri- 
tish Review, we find the following on African 
civilization in Jamaica. The picture drawn 
is rather unfavorable; though evidently a 
true one. Both English, American, and 
Jamaican authorities agree that the colored 
race in the latter colony have not met the 
expectations of the advocates of emancipa- 
tion. On the contrary they have deteriorated 
morally, and shown themselves utterly unfit 
for the enjoyment of self'goVehlmeht : 

11 We turn now to the West Indies, where 
we are compelled to admit representative 
government has signally failed. It has cer- 
tainly not produced those results of which 
free institutions in other parts of the world 
have hitherto been abundantly prolific. The 
West Indies have palpably and notoriously 
retrograded, both in prosperity and civiliza- 
tion, since the passing of the great act of 
justice, the emancipation of the nemo slave. 
In Jamaica especially, where sell govern- 
ment has been in existence more than two 
centuries, the constitutional system of Eng- 
land is not popular witn the white aristocra- 
cy, who would infinitely prefer being gov- 
erned from Downing Street, notwithstanding 
all the losses they accuse the mother country 
of Having indicted upon them. They tire 
willing to confide in the justice and wisdom 
of the statesmen of England, but they are 
most unwilling lo trust the Creole statesmen 
of Jamaica with protection of ineir interests 
and the expenditure of the public funds. 
The colored people of Jamaica are now the 
governing class; and that class is equally 
unpopular with the while man and the negro. 
The one looks upon them as having sup- 
planted the old governing caste ; the other, 
as a parvenu aristocracy, without the intelli- 
gence, dignity, or generosity of their old 
masters. The public debt of this colony ha? 
been greatly increased by the Assembly, 
and now stands at the large *um, for so small 
a dependency, of £852,808. And when we 
consider the state of the population, it is dif- 
ficult to conceive how the elements ol a 
good constitutional government can be found 
in so circumscribed a community. At the 
last census the population amounted to 377,- 
■133, of whom only 15,770 were Europeans, 
Ihe remainder being of the African or Creoie 
races. It is, we tear, a fact incapable ol 
being denied, that this, the oldest colony of 
England, is considerably misgoverned, as it 
has confessedly fallen into a stale of almost, 
helpless moral and political prostration. 
However it may be regretted by the econo- 
mist and philanthropist, tho broad fact stands 
out plainly lo the world, that tlie African 
will not labor. He never promised that he 
would. He declared on the contrary, that 
he would be idle as cften and as long as he 
could. Nor have we any right to blame him, 
however we may deplore the consequences 
to himself and his employers He can live 
with little labor, and lie has no ambition lo 
do more than live, 

» With that in u>»tic indolence so dear 
To native man," 
he prefers eating his banana under the shade 
of the tree which grows beside his collage, 
and moistening it with the juice of the milky 
nut which hangs from its bough, lo toiling 
in the sugar-fields of a master, whatever 
remuneration may bo offered him. lie enjoys 
existence in his own way; and he has a 
right so to enjoy it. He even hails the arri- 
val of the Bengal Coolie with satisfaction, 
and regards him, not as a competitor in tho 
labor-market, but as the instrument destined 
lo relieve him eventually altogether from the 
necessity of toil. Even in Ihe least fertile 
parts of the island lie can exist almost en- 
tirely without laboring for biro; and he is 
satisfied with this almost aboriginal condi- 
tion, so long as he can remain in his heredi- 
tary haunts. There is, therefore, no reason 
to expect, notwithstanding the favorable 
condition of soil and climate, that the colo- 
nists of the West Indies will ever regain the 
commercial position thoy once held."
